6 acre land 
purchase met 
with opposition

*.< WILMINGTON - Although the 
town’s residents breezed through 
the majority of Saturday’s Annual 
Town Meeting articles, the issue of 
whether to purchase land near Wild- 
wood Street was a major sticking 
point, drawing much discussion 
from concerned residents. 

The article, which proposed that 
the town buy the six-acre parcel of 
land for $432,400, was greeted with 
opposition from life-long resident 
Gerald O'Reilly who contended that 
one of the parcel’s three sites was 
contaminated. 

“It was once a pristine pool, home 
to animals. It’s all gone now. The 
landis filled with old cars, washers, 
driers, motor oil, and car batter- 
ies,” said O'Reilly. “It’s filled dan- 
gerous land.” 

O'Reilly, who lives on Wildwood 
Street, said that the area was pol- 
luted and neglected by the motor- 
cycle club which used a garage on 
thesite, Furthermore, O’Reilly said 
that although the town claims that 
it would take up the responsibility 
of cleaning the site, he doesn’t be- 
lieve they are sincere. 

“Why should we as taxpayers be 
responsible for the cleaning?,” he 
added. 

On the other hand, Town Man- 
ager Michael Caira said that the 
land could be purchased and used 
to expand the cemetery or future 
public building projects. 

“We have the opportunity toseize 
land for a reasonable amount of 
money that could benefit the com- 
munity,” said Caira. “If there’s a 
reason not to take the land, the

selectmen will not take it. 
“The town will go through an 
evaluation and inspection of the 


land. But we're not going to pur- 
chase something that’s going to be 
an albatross around the town’s 
neck.” 

Oneresident proposed an amend- 
ment to block the town from acquir- 
ing the site, but reversed her deci- 
sion after Town Counsel Alan 
Altman assured residents that the 
land would have to be inspected 
prior to a bank lending the town 
money for its purchase. 

“Banks require that a 21E in- 
spection be done if you wish to 
purchase the land, and an environ- 
mental firm must do the inspec- 
tion,” said Altman. 

‘Theselectmen agreed with Caira 
and Altman, and said that the town 
would not buy itself into a undesir- 
able position.

dents first approved the town’s fis- 
cal year 1999 budget for $42 million 
before moving on to this year's 
warrant articles. 

After passing over Articles 2, 3, 
and 4, voters approved Article 6 
which authorizes the town to spend 
$109,515 for five replacement police 
cruisers, and an additional $90,500 
for 10 computer terminals to be 
installed in the town’s cruisers; 
$20,055 on one replacement van for 
the Public Buildings Department; 
$56,518 on two replacement mini 
vans for the School Department; 
and $140,000 for one new ambu- 
lance and rescue boat for the Fire 
Department. 

With those expenditure requests 
complete, voters then approved 
Articles 10 and 11 which calls for 
the installation of new carpeting in 
the Town Hall for a cost of $35,000 
and an additional $13,000 to up- 
grade the interior fixtures of town 
buildings, including the West School- 
house and Harnden Tavern. 

Article 12 was approved allow- 
ing for the resurfacing of the high 
sehool’stennis/basketball courts for 
“$13,000. 

The sum of $5,000 was approved 
in Article 14 for the observance of 
Memorial and Veteran’s days, and 
a total of $2,250 was approved in 
Article 15 to renew the clubhouse 
leases of the V.F.W., American 
Legion, and Marine Corp League. 

After speeding through these 
requests, Town Moderator James 
Stewart paused the proceedings to 
commend town employee Dot Pe- 
ters for her more than 30-years of 
service to the town, as well as offer 
her birthday wishes with a bouquet 
of red roses on behalf of the com- 
munity. 

Article 38, a request by the Vet- 
erans Memorial Committee to offi- 
cially change the name of the Town 
Forest to the Wilmington Veterans 
Memorial Conservation Forest was 
ruled out of order. Stewart said that 
the members of the meeting were 
not able to make a decision on the 
name change since the forest is 
under the Conservation Commis- 
sion control.

As road is rebuilt 


Lowell St. sewer 
gets positive vote

WILMINGTON -Another hurdle 
in the town’s fight for the Lowell 
Street Sewer Project was cleared 
at Saturday’s Annual Town Meet- 
ing, as residents overwhelmingly 
voted in favor of installing the sewer 
line by a vote of 109 to 34. 

While many residents obviously 
support the project, which would 
install the line from the Route 38 
and Lowell Street intersection to- 
wards Reading, several opposed 
the item fearing it would be an 
open-door invitation for larger in- 
dustries to move into the area, com- 
promising the character of the town. 

“The only reason to put that 
sewer in there is to get more devel- 
opment,” said Bay State Road resi- 
dent Russell MacDonald. 

Another resident agreed with 
MacDonald and said that “the sewer 


would allow for more industry” and 
that the project should be shelved 
until more is known about it's envi- 
ronmental impact on the commu- 
nity. 

During the discussion, Richard 
Longo of the Water and Sewage 
Commission urged the audience of 
voters to approve the project now 
so that it is in conjunction with the 
plan, the result of an Massachu- 
setts Institute of Technology-based 
study, to upgrade Lowell Street as 
a whole. The plan offers smoother 
zoning transitions with “villages” 
for commercial and residential use. 
Longo stressed that if the sewer 
line is not laid while the road sur- 
face is open, the town will have to 
wait another five-years before the 
street can be dug up again accord- 


ing to regulations.

“It we wait, the cost of construc- 
tion will be higher in five-years,” 
said Longo.

Wilmington's 
history?

Thursday evening, April 30, at 7:30 history buffs will be in 
their glory. The Sarah D.J. Carter Committee will present 
a slide show on the Middlesex Canal at the Wilmington High 
School Auditorium. This will be a great treat. But it's much 
more than that. Wilmington resident, Betty Bigwood lives 
near the canal site and has been interested in it for years. 
She will present her accumulated knowledge as part of a 
series of lectures spanning nearly a century. 

Sarah D.J. Carter left a sum of $6000 to the Town of 
Wilmington for the purpose of presenting an annual lecture 
for the education and entertainment of the townspeople. 
One must wonder if she thought it would continue this long. 

I remember the first Carter Lecture I attended, some 
time in the 50's.

They would and did name the hall for Herb, but 
not announce it until the article was brought to town 
meeting floor. It came up, Herb rose to speak and an 
amendment was immediately brought to name it the Herbert 
C. Barrows Auditorium, Herb sat down, flabbergasted. 

Or so the story goes.

Internet site lists hazardous waste sites 


NEW YORK - A unique new 
Internet service, launched today, 
allows anyone in the US to s 
chemical pollution sources and haz- 
ards in sharp detail on local street 
maps of his or her own community 
and send queries straight to the 
sources themselves 

“This is the first glimpse of what 
public right-to-know will be like in 
the 2Ist century,” said Environ- 
mental Defense Fund executive di- 
rector Fred Krupp, announcing the 
launch of the EDF Chemical 
Seorecard information service on 
the Internet. “It’s a giant step to- 
ward making the facts about local 
pollution and the uncertainties as 
easy to get as a local weather re- 
port, and as mucha part of people's 
everyday resources.” 

The EDF Chemical Scorecard 
(www.scorecard.org) is free to all 
users. It includes full information 
on the health effects of individual 
polluting chemicals, as well as in- 
stant rankings based on pollution 
loads and health hazards for 17,000 
polluting facilities, for 2,000 coun- 
ties, and for every state. 

Auser would find out with a few 
mouse clicks that, for the US as a 
whole: 

-the recognized carcinogen with 
the highest releases into the envi- 
ronment is dichloromethane and 
the recognized developmental toxin 
with highest releases is toluene (all 
other pollutants also listed in order, 
by volume and by hazard category); 

- 81 percent of the chemicals 
being released to air don’t have 
enough information in the public

Massachusetts Audobon Society says we 
can save money and improve our water 


LINCOLN- Massachusetts needs 
to spend about $10 billion during the 
next 20 years to control water pollu- 
tion and provide safe drinking wa- 
ter to its citizens, according to a 
report released recently by the 
Mass. Audubon Society. The re- 
port, Saving Water, Saving Dol- 
lars, documents how water conser- 
vation programs can improve local 
water quality and reduce the cost of 
building and operating water and 
sewer systems by providing the 
need to build new and larger water 
and wastewater treatment plants, 
larger sewers and water mains, 
and new wells and reservoirs. 

“This report demonstrates how 
water conservation can substan- 
tially reduce these costs while pre- 
serving and restoring the quality of 
our waterways and wetlands,” says 
Lou Wagner, water resources spe- 
cialist for the Mass. Audubon Soci- 
ety. 

A major finding of the report is 
that replacing old water wasting 
toilets, showerheads and appliances 
with water efficient models can 
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risks to human health; 

the two top volume polluting fa- 
cilities in terms of total releases to 
the environment are Magnesium 
Corp. of America in Rowley, Utah, 
and Asarco Inc. in East Helena, 
Montana (all others listed in order; 
also shows top emitters in 12 differ- 
ent categories of health hazards). 

For reports on any state, county, 
zip code, or individual facility, in- 
cluding its rankings compared to 
all others in its own state (and all 
others in the US); point your Web 
browser to: www.scorecard. org/ 
env-releases/ or, for a “click any- 
where” may of the US that leads to 
local street maps, to go:

“Putting this information to use 
is as important as getting it in the 
first place,” said EDF senior attor- 
ney David Roe. “By itself it can’t 
tell any community whether the 
local pollution is safe or not, in part 
because that takes detailed local 
facts. But EDF thinks the compa- 
nies responsible for the pollution 
ought to know whether it’s safe, 
and ought to be able to tell their 
neighbors.” Anyone looking at a 
high polluting facility's data can 
use Scorecard to send a customized 
letter, by fax and for free, to that 
facility's key official 

The EDF Chemical Scorecard 
was designed by Dr. Bill Pease, 
EDF staff toxicologist, and devel- 
oped by EDF staff and consultants. 
Its creation was funded by part of a 
$1.8 million grant from The Joyce 
Foundation of Chicago, by support 
from the Clarence E. Heller Foun-

Flammable storage request tabled

WILMINGTON - The Board of 
Selectmen decided to table a re- 
quest from a local businessman to 
increase the amount of flammables 
stored on his property during Mon- 
day night’s meeting. 

Attorney Robert Peterson and 
Robert Coluccio, assistant engineer 
of Web Engineering Associates Inc., 
approached the board on behalf of 
Larry’s Oil and Burner Service 
owner Lawrence Cushing. 

According to Coluccio, Cushing 
isinterested in enlarging the present 
amount of oil stored at his Main 
Street business from 18,000 gallons 
to 58,000 gallons. The additional 
40,000 gallons would be stored above 
ground, instead of in the under- 
ground tanks currently in use. 

“It’s common,” he said, “more 
people prefer to store above ground 
because of the threat to ground 
water.” 

He also mentioned that the Class 
2 fuel oil is generally safe to store 
above ground because its flash point 
is well above the average limit, and 
is held in steel-reinforced concrete 
dikes.

September of 1997, and according 
to Benson, has been a proven suc- 
cess since it’s commencement. “The 
first week, we only had six kids 
here. Now we have 52 and we are 
licensed to have 72,” she said.

Parents are sent 
progress reports ona regular basis, 
and face to face conferences with 
teachers regarding their child’s 
progress and development is one 
thing directors thrive on. “We re- 
ally stress the importance of com- 
munication with home. Even 
throughout the day. Every class- 
room is equipped with a phone in 
case parents need to get in touch 
with us for any reason,” Benson 
said, “And we encourage the par- 
ents to call.”. 

The Burke School, located in 
Tewksbury, is another local pre- 
school - kindergarten that offers a 
distinct educational experience. 
According to Director, Alice Kontos, 
“Parents really like the Burke 
School because of its sense of com- 
munity. They have told me that 
from the moment they walk in the 
door they feel real warmth and 
happiness in the atmosphere.” 

The Burke School has been in 
operation for 16 years, and cur- 
rently has about 140 students en- 


rolled in their pre-school and kin- 
dergarten program. The average 
student- teacher ratio is about 8-to- 
A. 

“Not only do we offer basic learn- 
ing tools, but we strive on the social 
emphasis of the learning process,” 
Kontos said, “We have a founda- 
tion of arts such as music and 
drama, and we also enforce what is 
called a peaceful classroom. Each 
classroom has a peace room where 
we have children work on conflict 
resolution. We want to teach chil- 
dren to deal with conflict through 
words and not hands.” 

Kontos said that the conflict reso- 
lution aspect has received a tre- 
mendous response from students’ 
parents. “Parents have said that 
their children have really responded 
well to that aspect.” 

The Mill Brook Daycare in Wilm- 
ington, a family run 35-year vet- 
eran of daycare, continues to be a 
respected establishment inthe town. 
With a total population of 31 stu- 
dents, Mill Brook is set apart from 
the rest because of their country- 
like surroundings. 

‘Mill Brook director, Janine 
King, credits longevity and profes- 
sionalism to their success. “Our 
longevity has certainly proven that 
wearea highly respectabledaycare. 
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A lot of our students are brought in 
through recommendations of 
friends peopie who have put their 
children through our program.” 
King says Mill Brook offers a 
theme oriented curriculum. “It 
varies because we have infants, 
toddlers and pre-schoolers. Infants 
and toddlers generally work with 
developmental skills where the pre- 
schoolers partake in arts and crafts, 
readiness papers, and music.” 


King also credits the country- 
like location as a comfort to par- 
ents. “We are in a peaceful and 
quiet neighborhood. We have even 
seen turkeys and deer trot by on 
occasion. It is a very calming and 
peaceful atmosphere.” 

Programs at Mill Brook vary 
from two, three and five days a 
week depending on parents needs. 

The Children's Korner, of Wilm- 
ington is yet another highly admi- 
rable daycare available to local 
residents. According to director 
Judy Austin, “Our activities vary 
here.” A typical day begins with 
children forming a get acquainted 
type circle, where they talk about 
things going on in their lives. 

Later in the day, activities such 
as computer usage and music class 
are incorporated into the learning 
process. “We want to make it well 
rounded,” Austin said. 

Currently, a summer program is 
in the works for the Children’s 
Korner, which would allow parents 
to keep their children actively en- 
rolled in an educational atmosphere, 
during what sometimes may be long, 
tedious months. 

The availability and presence of 
daycare facilities is on the rise and 
there are various options for par- 
ents looking into placing their child 
in such a facility. 


Directors say important issues 
in choosing a daycare for your child 
are: (1) Assuring that the program 
is licensed by the Office of Child 
Care Services. (2) Ask about the 
student-teacher ratio. Too many 
children with too few teachers is 
sometimes could lead to neglect or 
other potential hazards. (3) En- 
riching programs. If you want an 
educational experience, ask about 
the curriculum, and then choose 
what is best suited for your indi- 
vidual child. (4) Reputation. Speak 
to parents who have enrolled their 
children at the daycare in the past 
and find out how beneficial it was.

Backyard Birding 


As seasons change so do 
feeder populations 


by HUGH WIBERG 

WILMINGTON - The end of April 
signals the traditional conclusion 
of the fall/winter/spring bird feed- 
ing season. 

With the-arrival-of warm 
weather, the native birds are the 
beneficiaries of a whole new crop of 
insects and plant life. You have 
noticed that the activity at your 
feeder has dropped off, as the birds 
direct their attention and energy 
toward nesting, thus preparing to 
welcome the next generation. 

But don’t feel you must take all 
the feeders down, The chickadees, 
titmice, and nuthatches will be in 
and out of your yard to keep you 
company if you will maintain one 
feeder stocked with sunflower seed. 
Since these native species are no. 
longer semi dependent on your gen- 
erosity, you will not see them every 
day. They will be off in the trees 
and shrubs now, with only occa- 
sional visits to your feeder. Just to 
stay in touch. 

The '97-'98 winter will be re- 
membered for the many sightings 
in Wilmington and Tewksbury of 
Carolina wrens and red bellied 


woodpeckers. These two newcom- 
ers were hardly ever spotted in 
eastern Massachusetts prior to the 
winter of 1996. They have expanded 
their range north and east because 
ofthe (relatively) mild winters since 
about 1990, and, of course, due to 
the tens of thousands of “birders” 
here in the northeast who are put- 
ting out suet feeders. Somehow, in 
ways we do not entirely understand, 
wild birds will move into areas 
where new sources of food can be 
found, and where winter tempera- 
tures appear to be moderating. 
Here on Middlesex Avenue in 
North Wilmington, we're watching 
a pair of Carolina wrens build a 
nest in the wild shrubbery at the 
edge of the property. Since wrens 
are insect eaters, we feel we can 
safely remove the suet feeders. 
We have received a few reports 
of Baltimore Orioles in the area. 
This is a spectacular black and 
orange bird, about the size éf a 
robin, occasionally seen flitting 
about high up in the maples and 
other deciduous trees. We have had 
some luck in the past years attract- 
ing orioles to our yard by nailing 


halves of oranges, flat side out, toa 
post of a tree trunk. If there are 
Baltimore Orioles within a quarter 
mile of your house, they may find 
your orange. No guarantees, but it 
is worth a try. 

A belated “thanks” to Rick 
Surrette of Davis Road for report- 
ing several sightings of red bellied 
woodpeckers at his suet feeder in 
February and March. 

Before putting your feeders into 
the garage or cellar for the sum- 
mer, be sure to wash and disinfect 
them thoroughly. After a careful 
scrubbing, I rinse them with a di- 
luted solution of bleach (one part 
bleach to four parts water) to be 
sure that any lingering virus organ- 
isms have been eliminated. 

I want to thank the many dozens 
of readers who have called or writ- 
ten since last October to report 
unusual sightings, to ask questions, 
or just to chat. The primary reason 
I write this column is because I 
enjoy making new friends, while 
discussing a “fun” common inter- 
est. 

Hopefully, we’ll resume the col- 
umn in September.

(NAPS)—For many homeown- 
ers throughout the country, their 
homes and yards are still quietly 
nestled under a heavy blanket of 
snow.

Beneath the frozen surfaces of 
winter lie the seeds of a bothersome 
summer weed—crabgrass—and

During the summer, crabgrass 
can be recognized by its stout and 
smooth stem. Typically found in 
lawns, gardens and fields, it has 
somewhat hairy leaf blades 
approximately ¥ to % inch wide. 

In the South, crabgrass ger- 
minates mid-March through 
September. In the northern part 
of the country, germination 
occurs mid-April through early 
September.

No decision on teacher’s professional days

WILMINGTON - The School 
Committee tabled a proposal to stop 
teachers’ professional development 
days for the rest of the school year 
at the School Committee meeting 
April 22. 
Teachers taking time off for pro- 
fessional development has been an 
ongoing issue for the committee 
throughout the school year. Their 
concerns have been heightened by 
the lack of substitutes while teach-

ers are missing days of school for 
professional development.

the motion, claiming the move 
would cause problems for adminis- 
trators who are not prepared. Ad- 
dressing Clarkin, School Superin- 
tendent Dr. Geraldine O’Donnell 
said, “I just ask that you give us 
some time to look into this and give 
time to Lore Nielsen (Curriculum 
Coordinator) to respond.” 

Committee member Stephen 
Peterson supported O’Donnell’s re- 
quest. “I also couldn’t support this 
motion now because it is premature 
at this time,” said Peterson. 

A rush to vote on the proposal 
could even leave the committee 
open to a lawsuit because under the 
1993 Education Reform Act, the 
state requires the school depart- 


ment to provide professional devel- 
opment to teachers for recertifica- 
tion. The state also mandates the 
school system to spend $75 per stu- 
dent each year on professional de- 
velopment. 

Committee member Robert 
Young said that he agrees with 
Clarkin's concerns, but has a prob- 
lem with passing the motion. “Just 
to go with a blanket statement and 
say ‘no more professional develop- 
ment days’ could cause a class ac- 
tion grievance,” said Young. 

Responding to the committee’s 
comments, Clarkin explained that 
she is not declaring a moratorium 
on all professional development 
days, rather only when they occur 


on school days.

More children are killed by acci- 
dent every year than by any dis- 
ease, or evenall diseases combined.

Saturday before Mother's Day. A 
few years ago Michael Donato, a 
fifth grader atthe Shawsheen School 
in Wilmington, made one of the 
classic mistakes in bicycle riding. 
He rode his bike directly out of his 
driveway into the path of an on 
coming car. His parents had made 
arule-always, always, always wear 
a helmet. He wore his helmet and 
he survived. 

He became the Kiwanis Poster 
Child that year. He and his family 
worked tirelessly to promote bike 
safety. They have since moved to 
Arizona, but the Kiwanis Club is 
carrying on that effort.

News Flash! News Flash! High 
School athletes may no longeytom- 
pete in sports and may no longer 
show any kind of emotion whatso- 
ever during a meet, matchor game. 

And for now on athletes, don't 
raise your index finger in any kind 
of celebration, don't jump up and 
down because you won an event, or 
a game and don't pump your fists if 
you get a base hit or if you hit a 20- 
foot jumper. What ever you do, do 
not show any emotion at all, do not 
talk at any meet, match or game 
and most importantly do not show 
any kind of competition whatso- 
ever in your sport, even after all of 
the hard work and preparation you 
put into it. 

Why? Have you heard about the 
Reading-Woburn track meet held 
on Monday? In case you haven't 
Reading lost its track meet because 
one of its runners raised his index 
finger as he crossed the finish line 
first in the two-mile race as an 
expression of being the number 
one team. He was disqualified for 
taunting. What? 

OK, here's the deal. On Monday 
afternoon, the Reading and Woburn 
boys track teams met for a huge 
meet at Woburn High. Reading, if 
you don't know, hadn't lost aleague 
meet in the past 27 years, an in- 
credible streak was at large 
Woburn, on the other hand, a big- 
time league rival, has a very good 
team and they were the team who 
could take the streak away, had 
someone done it 

Reading was leading the meet 
with two events left. The 2-mile 
race was up. Reading's Mike 
Connelly was cruising ahead by at 
least 60 yards over the next Woburn 
runner. He looked over hig shoul- 
der and made sure that a Woburn 
runner was no where to be found. 
So, he raised his finger in the air 
during the last 30 yards of the race, 
in celebration of what would have 
been the deciding race as Reading 
would have kept their streak alive 

He was symbolizing his team's 
continuous dominance as the num- 
ber one track team, he didn't do it 
inthe face of the crowd or any of the 
Woburn athletes. In fact, after the 
race was -over, the first Woburn 
finisher shook the hand of Connelly's 
congratulating him for a great race. 
So obviously he didn't think he was 
being embarrassed. Connelly's 
teammate, Justin Stempeck fin- 
ished right behind him at second 
place. Minutes before they crossed 
thé finish line, Woburn's Dan 
Genovese was disqualified for el- 
bowing, so already it was an inter- 
esting race. 

Anyhow, after Stempeck fin- 
ished, the next two finishers both 
came from Woburn, as they took 
the third and fourth place finishes. 
Intrack, a first place finish is worth 
five points, a second place is worth 
three and a third place is worth one 
point. Fourth place, on the 
scoreboard, is worth no points. 

About ten minutes after the race 
was officially over, the Woburn 
coach, Joe Maltacea, was giving 
more than an earful to Richard 
Hart, the official of the meet. Then, 
Hart called Reading's coach Hal 
Croft to the finish line, in doing so, 
Maltacea walked away. Hart then 
told Croft that he was disqualifying 
Connelly for taunting, Croft went 


absolutely ballistic. 
Had the first place stood, Read- 
ing would have won the meet 
Hart explained the taunting rule 
implemented by the M.I.A.A. as 
follows, "Taunting includes any 
actions or comments by coaches, 
players or spectators, which are 
intended to bait, anger, embarrass, 
ridicule, or demean others, whether 
or not the deeds or words are vul- 
gar or racist. 
"Included is conduct that berates, 
needles, intimidates, or threatens 
based on race, gender, ethnic orgin 
or background, and conduct that 
attacks religious beliefs, size, eco- 
nomic status, speech, family, spe- 
cial needs or personal matters. 
"Examples of taunting include 
but are not limited to "trash talk," 
defined as verbal communication 
of a personal nature directed by a

competitor to an opponent by ridi- 
culing his or her skills...and physi- 
cal intimidation outside the spirit 
of the game, including "in your 
face" confrontation." 

Is that the biggest farce or what? 

Reading's long time head coach 
Hal Croft was infuriated after the 
meet was over telling the Daily 
Times Chronicle, "Inexplicable. 
There's no conscience. No ratio- 
nale. No means of explaining how 
anyone could make a call like that 
under these circumstances. I'm 
gonna be writing to the M.I.A.A. 
about it. But it won't make a differ- 
ence." 

Monday'sridiculous happenings 
in front of 400 spectators, makes 
high school sports a complete joke 
now. Prior to this, high school 
sports was the best kind of sports 
around because the athletes don't 


get paid and they appreciate the 
sport for what it is. Now, the 
M.LA.A. and Richard Hart have 
set a precedent. Anugly one at that 
and now maybe other episodes will 
be ahead of us that will ruin every 
sport there is. 

A part of sports is competing. 
And that means, celebrating when 
you do well and perhaps trash talk- 
ing, that is what makes athletes 
strive to become better. If an ath- 
lete, likea Tewksbury hockey player 
for example, jumps around in the 
face of an opponent, yelling and 
screaming and giving them the 
middle finger, then yes that player 
should be reprimanded by all means 
for being classless, and to be totally 
honest, his behavior was completely 
out ofline. Fine, give him a penalty 
or a suspension, I don't have a 
problem with that. 

But I do havea problem with this 
call. All Connelly did was raise his 
finger saying his team was still 
number one, still number one after 
27 years. He was saying he was 
number one for finishing first after 
months and months of hard work. 

Did 
he do it in front of any Woburn 
athletes? Nope. Did he do it as 
classless? You can decide for your- 
self with the picture up above.

This is a totally disgusting call, 
awful to be nice and if this is what 
ahead in high school sports, you 
can kiss it good-bye, all because of 
this horrendous organization called 


the M.LA.A. Ina sense I'm blam- 
ing Richard Hart, he made the call, 
but it was a judgement call at the 
time, I wasn't there, he was. But 
I'm blaming the organization for 
setting this rule or what ever you 
call it. I said that this interpreta- 
tion was terrible when it originally 
was made back a few years ago and 
I'm saying it now. 

In case no one knows, in sports, 
someone wins and someone losses, 
it's part of life.

In the past Fuentes had to 
rely on her English speaking 
husband to make her way in this 
area. 

Elizabeth Figueroa is another 
Puerto Rican born person now 
living in Woburn and making 
good use of her new found 
English speaking skills. 

Although she has lived here 
for three years it has only been 
in the past nine months that she 
has been able to work. She is 
also using her ability to help 
address Hispanic problems that 
come through the Woburn 
Council of Social Concerns.

The verdict 
depends solely on how well each 
team, both prosecution and 
defense, present their cases to 
the jury. So it is possible that 
the original verdict may stand 
or that Calley may be acquitted.

Reading makes 
history 

“Reading Friends of Historic 
Preservation, a new local non- 
profit organization is launching 
a fundraising campaign for its 
Endangered Properties Fund, 
the organization announced,” 


notes the Reading edition of the 
“Daily Times Chronicle.” 
“Monies from the 


Endangered Properties Fund 
will be used to move historic 
buildings faced with demolition 
from their current sites to other 
Reading locations where they 
can be restored for continuing 
use. 

“We anticipate that the first 
use of the fund will be to move 
the Foster-Emerson house built 
circa 1710, to another site’ said 
Gladys Montgomery-Jones, 
president of the Friends. 
Estimates indicate it will cost 
about $20,000 to move the 
Foster-Emerson house to a site 
near its current location. 

“The Foster-Emerson house 
is an important part of Reading 
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history, said Montgomery- 
Jones, ‘It would be a tragedy to 
lose a house of its age and quali- 
ty, especially because so many 
of its original details are intact.’ 

“The Foster-Emerson house 
at 288 Grove Street on the 
grounds of the Meadow Brook 
Golf Club, is listed in the 
National Register of Historic 
Places and in the Massachusetts 
Historical Commission’s First 
Period Thematic Survey. Built 
by a well-to-do farmer during 
the first decades of settlement of 
Reading’s West Parish, it is one 
of relatively few houses in the 
country to survive from the 
1650-1725 First Period. 

“When the Club applied for a 
permit to demolish the house, 
Reading’s demolition review by- 
law came into play. After a 
public hearing, the Reading 
Historical Commission invoked 
a demolition review period pro- 
tecting the house until April 
7 and

Review: Judging by the week- 
end box office receipts (this film 
finished in first place), the title 
fits this film perfectly. 

This film is surprising in that 
it works on several levels. Mark 
Wahlberg proves that his perfor- 
mance in “Boogie Nights” was 
not a fluke, and solidifies him as 
one of the new rising stars in 
Hollywood.

How- 
ever, they do draw other flying 
insects away from pool, patio 
and picnic areas at night. 

- If there’s no bug spray on 
hand when a flying insect at- 
tacks, use hair spray. It immo- 
bilizes the bug’s wings, making 
it an easy target to swat. 

Mice, squirrels and bats are 
the most common unwanted 
furry house guests. Here are 


tips to drive them away: 

- Before closing up your 
camper or summer home, put 
out some mice-repelling 
sachets. To prepare your own, 
make small bags out of dis- 
carded panty hose and fill 
them with crushed dried pep- 
permint leaves. Tie the bags 
securely and toss a few under 
beds, in closets, inside the 
stove and in the dishwasher. 

- When squirrels invade your 
chimney or attic, don’t reach 
for your gun, reach for the 
aftershave. It’s repulsive to 
squirrels and they’ll respond 
by moving out. 

- To flush bats from their 
hangout in your attic, leave a 
small light burning in the area 
for a week. Once the bats are 
gone, keep them out by sealing 
every opening with caulk, 
screening or sheet metal. 
Avoid late spring and early 
summer evictions. Bats breed 
at that time and you risk trap- 
ping a flightless bat pup inside. 
In tight spaces where you can’t 
hang a light, discourage bats 
from nesting by spreading 
around slices of moth cake. 

- You can also get rid of bats 
in your attic by temporarily 
hanging an open-bottom 
baglike covering of 
polypropylene bird netting over 
their entry. It will let the bats 
out of your attic at night but 
prevent them from coming 
home to roost. 

- Cut the netting wide 
enough to span the bats’ 
entryway and long enough to 
hang 3 feet below it. Secure the 
top and sides of the netting to 
the house with staples and tape 
but leave the bottom open. 
Taper the netting so the bottom 
opening is less than 15 inches
